manifold Priviledges granted them, 'Thev neither had fo Planted nor Settled 
Trade in thoſe parts, nor Fortified themſelves in any places of Strength, as 
might ſecure and encourage others in Future times to Adventure and Trade 
thither: whereas the Portuzeeze and Dutch had Planted and Fortified themiclves 
ſo conſiderably, That they were likely to cftabliſh aRich and Laſting Trade

Year of His Reign, to fit out Ships for Trading Voyages, to Traffick with a 
Joynt Stock in ſeveral Goods, Moneys and Merchandizes to Goa, the parts of 
Millabar, the Coaſts of China and Fapay, and divers other parts adjacent, in 
which Joynt Stock Sir Par/ Pindar advanced the Summ of 3c000 /, ar ſeveral 
times, 

In purſuance of this Grant the ſaid Sir 177/14” Conrten and Company ſettled 
ſeveral Factories at Macca?, Carwarr, and other Places on the Coalt of 124:a, and 
frejghted from thence the good Ships namcd the Dragon, Catharine and Wil- 
[:azz which were (as hath bcen made appear by many Circumſtances) deſtroy- 
ed, Men and Ships by the Dutch homewards bound, with Goods to the value 
of 150000 /. Sterling, for which the Lord $S:..70-zs being ſent 1n the Jate Trou- 
bleſom Times in Quality of an Embaſlador, to the States General Demanded 
Satisfaction at the Hagre with Intereſt for the ſame. Thar divers others of 
Courten and Companyes Ships eſcaping the Danger of the Seas and ſome Ren- 
counters with the Dutch, returned Safely home. 


Afterwards the Ship Bona Eſperanza loaden with Goods, Monys and Merchan- 
dize, Bound from Goa to 1accav, was in a Hoſtile manner in the year 1643. 
ſeized in the Streights of 1allacca,by the Men of War belonging to the Faſt 11:4 
Company of the Netherlands, who converted the ſaid Ship and Goods to their

The Breda Treaty (which the Hollanders ſtyle their Glorious Peace) being 
attended with thoſe Horrid Circumſtances, afrer rhe expence of five Millions 
and half of pounds Sterling, in thoſe three dreadful years of Plague, ire and 
War : The very nomination of Breda ſounds dolcful in all Zz2//þ mens cars, 
that ſuffered under the Conduct of thoſe perſons, who drived on their own 
private Ends and Aavantages, betore the Honor and Intereſt of the King and 


Kingdom: and ſtill the Politick States-men, would cternize the Glory ot their 
CY @Wn.

In their own Words, That the 
Treaty of ?reda, made in the year 1667, asall other former Treaties Confirm- 
ed by the ſaid Treaty, be renewed and remain in their tull torce and vigour, fo 
far forth, as they contradict nothing in this preſent Treaty. 


The Complaynants being ſurpriſed ar the laſt Treaty, finding no other pro- 
viſion made but the Pattacones, concerning their reparation, notwithſtandin 
the report aforeſaid, fo lately made ro his Majeſty by a Committee of the 
Lords of his Council (viz.) hat all oblizations of paſt Treaties being Cancelled, i;

Zealand upon Obligations, Covenants and Merchants Accomprts, (whereupon 
Juſtice was poſitively denied)thar ſatisfaction and reparation mighr be requir'd 
of Monſieur Van Beuninghen, then Ambaſſador Extraordinary from the States Ge- 
zeral,or that Commiſſioners might be appointed to determine the ſame;Where- 
upon two ſeveral Orders were made on the 2 3- of July 1677. that all parties 
concerned ſhould be heard ar the Council Table, on the oth. of 0&#«ber tollow- 
ing,to which purpoſe the Complaynanrs attended with their Council and Ad- 
vocates from time to time, bur could not obtain any hearing thereof, or rc- 
ceive any ſatisfaction or reparation to this day, in the Premiſes either at home 
or abroad.
